sitting in the fro nt seat and Mrs. ;

Ixmdon. Nov. 16.— The situation in 
the eastern theater of war is summar­ 
ized by m ilitary critics as more favor­ 
able to Russia than at any time since 
t he outbreak of hostilities three and a 
half months ago. 
Germany and Aus­ 
t ri a have failed twice in powerful of­ 
fensi ve movements and now are en­ 
t i rel y 
concerned with the problem of 
blocking the Russians from German 
territory. 
In this they have not been wholly 
successful, since Russian troops are 
further within East Prussia than ever 
before and have even broken through 
the W arthe line in west Poland and 
gained a foothold at various points in 
Posen and Silesia. 
This appears to be 
due not so much to the weakness of 
the German resistance as to the con­ 
stantly growing power of the Russian 
uttara and to the superior generalship 
of the Russian commander in chief. 
Russia has been able not merely to re­ 
pair losses, but to add at least 200,000 
trained troops to her first line armies 
• very month. 


On the Ru ssian Right. 


Seven Russian armies, numbering 
2,400,000 men. are now attempting to 
close in on Germany. 
On the Russian 
right wing two armies are advancing 
toward the East Prussian defense line 
of Dantzig-Thorn with the obvious pur­ 
pose of holding the River Vistula from 
the Baltic to Thorn and making any 
turning movement by the Germans in 
the north impossible when the central 
armies, now advancing in west Poland 
against Breslau, are ready to strike 
with full force. 
The first arm y holds 
Stalluponen and the railway line to 
Gumbinnen and Insterburg, and is be­ 
lieved to have occupied probably twen­ 
ty-five or thirty miles of German ter­ 
ritory. 
The second army, co-operating 
with great energy, is advancing in an 
entirely new line toward the north­ 
west and has gained a foothold at Sol- 
dau, 
Johannesburg 
and 
the 
region 
south of Allenstein. 
There are re­ 
ports that the’Germans are attempting 
an offensive movement from Thorn, 
where they have concentrated new 
troops. 


The Campaign in Poland. 


In Poland three Russian armies are 
attacking the frontier of Posen and 
Silesia, concerned for the moment with 
driving

detachment 
from Polish soil. 
A fourth Russian 
army has broken through the German 
defense at the W arthe and has pu-hed 
an advance guard into Posen, holding 
a position at Pleschen. 
A fifth, mov­ 
ing southwestward. is at the gates of 
Cracow, and. according to official an­ 
nouncements in Petrograd. is attack­ 
ing the outer defenses of the city. 
There are unofficial reports that this 
arm y’s right wing has occupied Czen- 
Btaehova. 
Two Russian armies are operating 
in Galicia.

ENGLAND MOURNS THE 
PASSING OF ROBERTS 


Old Field Marshal Expires Sud­ 


denly at Front. 


London, 
Nov. 
16.— The 
death 
of 
Field Marshal Lxrrd Roberts, which oc­ 
curred Saturday evening at the head­ 
quarters 
of 
the 
British 
expedition 
arm y force in France, was extremely 
sudden. 
He was in his usual good 
health when he left England Wednes­ 
day and went through with his pro­ 
gram on the continent, and was about 
to return home when his death oc­ 
curred. 
Lord Roberts, who was eighty-two 
years old. had motored to British bases 
and camps, had reviewed the Indian 
troops and 
had conferred with the 
leading officers. 
It was not until about 
dinner time Friday evening that he 
complained of a slight chill. 
As hi« 
temperature increased medical men 
were called in and pronounced his con­ 
dition critical. 
They relieved the gen­ 
eral of his pain and he fell asleep. His 
death occurred as he slept. 
The passing of the great warrior has 
brought profound grief throughout the 
country. King George and Queen M ary 
were greatly shocked by the news 
Their majesties sent messages of con- 
lolence to Lady Roberts and her two 
daughters, Lady Aileen M ary and Lady 
V<Ja Edw ina Stewart.

mette, the editor of the Figaro, was 
the most powerful politician in France

war.

Mme. Caillaux took up Red Cross 
work after her acquittal in the latter 
part of Ju ly and has since been active­ 
ly engaged along that line. 
Caillaux 
himself has been much heard from 
since he was appointed to the paymas­ 
ter’s department. 
It was reported but 
not confirmed, that he went to the 
front and offered to give favored treat­ 
ment to soldiers from his election dis­ 
trict.

Other Warships Lett the Auda­ 


cious to Her Fate. 


New York, Nov. 16.— The American 
liner New York, just in from L ive r­ 
pool, brings a graphic yarn of the loss 
of the superdreadnought Audacious, 
spun by Jam es Rupert Beams, former­ 
ly bandmaster of the W h ite Star liner 
Olympic, which made a valorous but 
vain effort to salve the giant battleship 
several hours after she hit a German 
mine off the northern coast of Ireland 
on Oct. 27. 
The bandmaster was cor­ 
roborated by an assistant, Hugh G rif­ 
fiths, and neither would consent to talk 
unassured that the story of the disas­ 
ter had been printed here, as they had 
pledged themselves to secrecy. 
They 
were observers of the gallant work of 
their commander. Captain Herbert J. 
Haddock, and they talked with petty 
officers and sailors of the Audacious 
who were taken aboard the great mer­ 
chantman. 
The story of the musicians makes it 
clear that the Audacious was but one 
of a squadron of battleships in the 
vicinity of the position where the lost 
sea fighter foundered, and that when 
she hit the mine the rest of the squad­ 
ron, in pursuance of the orders of the 
adm iralty, steamed away, each to save 
herself from possible destruction by 
German submarines, as at that mo­ 
ment none among the squadron knew 
that a mine had smashed the Auda­ 
cious. 
W hen the Olym pic came to the 
help of the Audacious she found all 
her officers and men lined up on deck 
and her commander walking to and 
fro with his hands clasped behind his 
back, awaiting the event of death in 
the traditional w ay of Britain's blue­ 
jackets going down with their ship. 
The Audacious did not. according to 
the story of the Olym pic’s men, go 
down just after an accidental explo­ 
sion in her stern, but was deliberately 
blown up by the men of the cruiser 
Liverpool 
to remove 
her 
from the 
track of navigation. 
The Liverpool 
had taken off her commander and 
those of the crew who had remained 
aboard after the Olym pic had to aban­ 
don her effort to tow her into shoal 
water.

Belief Is Expressed That the New Fed­ 


eral Reserve Eanking System W ill 


Instill Additional Confidence in Bu s­ 


iness and Have a Large Influ ence in 


the Commercial Affairs of the Cou n­ 


try Du ring the Coming Year. 


W ashington, 
Nov. 
16.— M arking a 
new era in the financial history of the 
United States, the twelve federal re­ 
serve banks of the new' currency sys­ 
tem opened their doors this morning. 
It is the belief of the authorities that 
the new banking system w ill instill 
additional confidence in business and 
mave a large influence in commercial 
and industrial affairs. 
The new system permits the expan­ 
sion and contraction of the money 
supply of the country in keeping with­ 
in the actual needs of business, where­ 
as the old system maintained the same 
amount of the circulating medium for 
all seasons and all financial situations. 
The effect of the new ly organized sys­ 
tem. according to officials, w ill be to 
prevent panics. 
President W ilson signed the federal 
reserve act. which he called the “ con­ 
stitution of peace for business,” nearly 
a year ago, but sufficient progress has 
not yet been made by the organization 
for the system to permit the twelve 
reserve banks at this time to under­ 
take the exercise of all the functions 
vested in them by this act 
Because 
of the extraordinary financial situation 
in this country which has resulted 
from the European war, the federal re- j 
serve board thought it best that all 
possible haste should be made in open­ 
ing the reserve banks for a limited ex ! 
ercise of their functions. 
The opera­ 
tions of the banks at the outset, there­ 
fore, w ill be limited to the acceptance 
of deposits of reserves jiayable in law ­ 
ful money; discounting of bills of ex­ 
change and commercial paper and the 
acceptance of deposits of checks draw n 
by member banks on any federal re­ 
serve hanks or member banks in re­ 
serve and central reserve cities within 
their respective districts. 
The federal reserve banks are lo­ 
cated in the cities of Boston, New 
York, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland, R ich ­ 
mond, Atlanta, Chicago, St. Louis, M in­ 
neapolis. Kansas City. Dallas and San 
Francisco. 
“ The opening of these banks.” said 
Secretary .Me A duo. “ marks a new era 
in the history of business and finanep 
in this country. 
It is believed thaf 
they will put an end to the annual anx­ 
iety from which the country has suf­ 
fered for the pa."t generation about in­ 
sufficient m oney and credit to move 
the crops each year and will give such 
stability to the hanking business that 
the extreme fluctuations In interest 
rates and available credit« which have 
characterized banking in the past will 
be destroyed permanently.**

Indianapolis, Nov. 10—The Indiana 
State Highway Commission appointed 
by the Governor to investigate and 
report <>n road conditions and road 
laws in Indiana today began its pro­ 
gram through which it expects not 
only to inform itself comprehensive­ 
ly on the subject of good road build­ 
ing and finances, but also to awaken 
interest in the state along proper 
lines. 
It made public here its first 
bulletin giving the results of investi­ 
gation made t<* date, and in La Porte 
the commission met with citizens in 
the first of a series of public gather- 
ngs to sound the public sentiment on 
good roads. 
Today’s bulletin gave in brief com­ 
ment the cold f a c t s of’ how Indiana’s 
roads are made. 
It lets these facts 
speak for themselves. 
It outlined the 
problem before the commission in the 
following statement; 
‘Can a better and more uniform and 
business method 
be* had 
for con­ 
structing and maintaining our public 
roads, commensurate with the pres­ 
ent and future growth and needs of 
the state? The answer must be found 
if at all, in patient and careful in­ 
vestigation in the light of experience 
of the people of this and other states 
and countries. 
“ It is the purpose of this commis­ 
sion to take up the problem and re­ 
turn to the governor such answers 
is the facts may finally determine. 
Vnd in t h i s investigation, the c o m m is ­ 
sion s o l i c i t s the help and counsel of 
he people and the pre-s throughout 


the people and officers thereof from 
time to time determine. 
Moreover,, 
probably one-third of the entire pop­ 
ulation of the state live in the cities 
and towns who, generally speaking, 
contribute little or nothing to the con­ 
struction of the general highways of 
the state. 
Since there are 1,017 townships iit 
the state, the roads have become a 
“miscellaneous patchwork” of gravel, 
stone, cement, brick and common dirt* 
The commission has sent out many 
letters and the bulletin reproduced 
many of the replies.

Since the outbreak of tbe war whieb 
has now inv olv ed m ost of tbe princi­ 
pal European powers new s of the op­ 
erations of the 
forces engaged has 
been lacking in detail, says tbe Good 
Roads m agazine. 
W hile annoying to 
those in this country and elsew here 
who w ish to follow ev en ts from day to 
day, the rigid censorship that is re­ 
sponsible is doubtless a m ilitary neces­ 
sity. 
in tim e, howev er, when the urgent 
need for secrecy no longer exists, ac­ 
curate detailed accounts of the fight­ 
ing will be published, and when they 
appear it will be interesting to learn 
what part Europe’s im prov ed roads 
hav e played in the war. 
The m obility of fighting forces Is 
univ ersally regarded by military ex­ 
perts as a most potent factor in war­ 
fare. M obility depends upon the trans­ 
portation 
facilities 
of 
the 
country 
where the cam paigns are conducted 
and upon generalship capable of utiliz­ 
ing those facilities to th e best possible 
adv antage. 
H ighw ays and railroads 
are the chief av enues of trav el, and 
the im portance of the highw ays as 
compared w ith that of the railroads is 
probably greater in war than in peace, 
for in cam paigning both troops and 
supplies m ust be continually mov ed 
through country w here railroad facili­ 
ties are not to be had. 
Roads also hav e an added v alue in 
the present war because of the v ery 
great v ise which is being m ade of mo­ 
tor driv en v ehicles of one kind and an­ 
other. 
According to reports, autom o­ 
biles are being used in alm ost ev ery 
conceiv able manner. 
Trucks are em ­ 
ployed to transport com m issary and 
other supplies, autom obile am bulances 
are used to rem ov e the wounded, mo­ 
torcars of all descriptions carry offi­ 
cers and som etim e^ considerable bodies 
of troops from place to place, and it is 
reported 
that 
autom obiles 
carrying 
rapid firing guns are em ployed in ac­ 
tual fighting. 
All tliis m eans that full adv antage 
is being taken of tbe different high­ 
way system s of the countries in which 
the war is being waged, for while it is 
possible for infantry, cav alry, artillery 
and ev en wagon trains to m ov e cross 
country, motor trucks and autom obiles 
—except in certain kinds of cou n try- 
m ust be driv en ov er roads. 
Tht* possession of a first class system 
of go« » « I roads could hardly be a decid­ 
ing facto- in a modern war. yet under 
the <‘on« l n mi- obtaining in the strug­ 
gle now i,i ¡* -ogress good roads must 
I» e of fulB 
- much im portance as they 
hav e been ii, any 
war recently waged. 
It is ev ident riiat when once a country 
is inv aded its good roads are of as 
great adv antage to the enem y as to the 
defenders, but in the m obilization of 
arm ies before the outbreak of tiostili- 
tles the country w ith the best roads 
has a v ery decided adv antage. 
American 
writers as a class hav e 
been prone to dw ell upon and perhaps 
to ov erestim ate the excellence of Euro­ 
pean roads as contrasted to those of 
this country, and adv ocates of the par­ 
ticipation of the United States gov ern­ 
ment in road building hav e frequently 
urged m ilitary considerations as argu­ 
m ents for such action. 
For these rea­ 
sons added interest w ill attach to fu­ 
ture estim ates of how much military 
operations of the present war were fa­ 
cilitated by good roads.

Virtually ev ery known 
type of standard modern road and 
pav em ent w ill be represented. 
The good roads show , which is an 
integral part of the conv ention and 
congress, is already assured of being 
the largest and m ost interesting ev er 
giv en. 
W hile there are more than 100,- 
000 square feet of floor space in the 
great am phitheater, the dem ands of 
exhibitors hav e been such that it may 
be difficult to prov ide for the latest ap­ 
plicants. Already more space has been 
applied for than the entire area av ail­ 
able at the Philadelphia good roads 
show last year, and more applications 
are constantly being receiv ed. 
The fifth American goo« l roads con­ 
gress, w hich is also the elev enth an­ 
nual conv ention of the American Road 
B uilders’ association and the sixth an­ 
nual good roads show , w ill be held at 
the International am phitheater, Chi­ 
cago, Dec. 14 to 18 , inclusiv e. The pur­ 
pose of the congress and show is to 
com bine 
all 
modern Intelligence on 
the subjects of the organization, eon- 
itruction and m aintenance of streets 
liid highw ays.

Mr. Dillon |» ointedoiit that W yom ing, 
| w ith a population of less than 200.9 00. 
. has nearly 100 m iles more im prov ed 
j highw ays than has K ansas, with its 
1,750.000 population. 
“ In W yom ing 4 per cent of the road 
m ileage is im prov ed.” he continued. 
“ In K ansas we hav e four-tc*nths of 1 
per cent of tin* m ileage improv ed. M is­ 
souri. with its 4,000,000 people, has 
only four-tenths of 1 per cent more im ­ 
prov ed highw ays than has W yom ing.” 
T hat the principle of state aid to 
counties and other local com m unities is 
a prim e factor in the im prov ed high­ 
w ays of the future w as urged by Mr. 
Dillon. 
“ At present« there are in tbe U nited 
States 20,741 m iles of road im prov ed, 
either wholly or in part, by state aid.” 
he said. 
“ Of the 2.220,8 42 m iles of 
roads in the U nited States. 223,771 
m iles, or about 10 per cent, are classed 
as improv ed. 
“ T he v alue of state aid, how ev er, is 
not to be m easured by figures alone, for 
the bulk of the m oney com es, and al­ 
w ays m ust com e, from the counties and 
tow nships. 
In th e past ev ery county 
built roads as it chose, and the serv ­ 
ices of. trained engineers were usually 
out of the question. 
State aid lias 
changed 
this. T he 
best engineering 
skill is av ailable for all works of im ­ 
portance. and there is a co-operation 
betw een counties that m akes for a 
stim ulus to further im prov em ents.” 
Finally Mr. D illon said, “ There is no 
phase of the road problem more im por­ 
tant than that of m aintenance.”

W isconsin has been trying conv ict la­ 
bor in road work for som e tim e and 
w ith considerable success.

BOOM FOR COLONIAL NAVY. 


E m d en ’s Destruction Distinct Triumph 
For Australian Branch. 
Credit for the destruction of the Era- 
den, the German terror of the seas, 
goes to the colonial navy of Great 
Britain. 
The Sydney was distinctive­ 
ly a colonial ship. 
All her officers 
were colonial, and she was built by 
colonial money from Australia. 
In ef­ 
fect, the most decisive naval blow of 
the war was inflicted on Germany, not 
by tbe English navy, but by the hith­ 
erto somewhat belittled navy of the 
colonials. 
While there could be no doubt of the 
j outcome of a battle between the Em* 
; den and the Sydney, the fact that the 
i Sydney located and destroyed the Ger- 
! man boat is a big boost for tbe colo- 
I nials. 
The Emden had a complement of 
361 men. 
Her armament consisted of 
ten 4.1 inch guns, eight five-pounders 
and four machine guns. 
She also was 
equipped with two submerged 17.7 inch 
torpedo tubes. 
The cruiser displaced 
3,000 tons. 
She was 387 feet long and 
had a beam of 43 1-5 feet. 
She was 
laid down at Dantzig in 1900 and com­ 
pleted in May. 1908. 
The Australian cruiser Sydney car­ 
ries a main battery of eight six-inch 
guns, thus giving her a heavy advan­ 
tage over the German ship. 
While the 
speed of the two warships was theo­ 
retically equal, that of the Emden be i Chicago, Terre Haute and Southeast- 
ing 24.5 knots as against the Sydney’s 
24.7, the former probably was foul and 
her engines badly racked from her 
three months of almost constant cruis­ 
ing in southern waters, chasing and 
being chased and with no port for re-
